Tom Tyson, county atto rn ey of

court. H e pointed out th a t th e sta ­ 
tu te had been held unconstitution­ 
al both by th e trial co u rt and the 
co u rt of civil appeals. 
T he te st ault therefore did not 
settle definitely the constitutional­
